Vienna, Auguft 11. 
Ount Schallenberg is gone to Hamburg 
and Lubeck to receive a certain Sum of 
_ Money, which thofe Cities pay inftead 

of furnifhing their Quotas in Men to the 
* Army of the Empire ; which Money will 
be remitted to Prince Lewis of Baden. The Emperor 
has order’'d 50000 Gulders to be. diftributed among 
the Peafants of Tyrol, for their good Service againft 
the Elector of Bavaria. The Rebels in Hungary 
growing daily more numerous, the Regiments of 
Cuirafliers of Prince Chriftian, the Regiment of Dra- 
goons of Count Schlick, and fome Regiments of 
Danes, will, ‘tis faid, be order’d to march under the 
Command of General Raventlau to fupprefs them. 


The Advices from that Country tell us, that the Re- 


bels have taken Debrezin and Calo, which laft is 
within 5 Miles of Tockay whither the 30 Imperialifts 
that garrifon’d it are conducted. In Calo they found 
fome Artillery. ’Tis pretended their Forces will be 
foon augmented with 3000 Men, rais'd out of the 
Places call'd the Towns of the Heydukes. The 


Paffes to Tranfilvania are ‘well guarded’; and the, 


Hungarians that continue in their’ Obedience make 
Inftances for Succours. Yefterday wevhad 
a Report thar Prince Ragozzi was taken, bur it feeme 
'tis only fome of his Domefticks. The Princefs Ra- 
gozzi, who is heré, declares her Husband is not 
among the Rebels, but others affure us of the con- 
trary. The laft Letters concerning them were of the 
3d of this Month from Arath in Upper Hungary, 
which advis’d, that having made themfelves Mafters 
cf the Suburbs of Great Waradin, fome Raffians and 
Hungarian Milicia fell’ upon them and drove them 
out of it, killing 1000 and taking 30 of them with 
7 Colours: And that another Party of Imperialifts 
had defeated 300 of them near Pofay and taken:70o 
Head of Cattle from them : But that notwithftand- 
ing thefe Loffes the Rebellion ftill grows more for- 
midable. 

Letters fiom Patis of the 72h of this Month, which 
came by the Neutral Countries, tell us, That the King 
of France having fent order to the Marfhal de Mont- 
revel to offer the Camifars Paffperts, Carriages, Pro- 
vifions, and generally all things neceifary for their 
marching out of theKingdom quietly and unmolefted 
to Switzerland, and that there out cf his Majefty’s 
great Goodneis they fhould have a Piftole given to 
each of chem ; the Marthal fent a Drummer to them 
on the 21ft of July to make them thefe advantagious 
Offers, to reprefent co them the Mifcrablenefs of the 
Condition they are in, and to warn them that if 
they did not accept rhefe Terms their Deftruction 
was inevitable, either by the Hand of the Execu- 
tioner or the Sword of War} as many of them.had 
already found. To this Meffage the Camifars 
thought fic to return the following Anfwer. ‘ The 


‘ fad Experience we have had of the King your » 


* Mafter’s Breach of Faith, makcs us ftop our Ears 
‘ againft your Enchantments. You offer us Paft- 
‘ ports and kind Adiftance ; the Troops of the Lord 
‘ uf Hofts have no need of any thing but his Grace 


. and Protection, with which we are vifibly blefs’d. 
We acknowledge God has made ufe of your hand, 
as a Rod to punifh us for our Sins; but we truft 
he will caft his Rod into the Fire, that his Chil- 
: dren may glorifie him. We know what Cruelties 

you have exercis’d on our Brethren who have 
* fallen into your hands, ‘nor*can you be ignerant of 
‘ the Reprifals we have made; which we could 
‘ have carried much farther, had we not been with- 
* held by the Checks of Humanity and manly Com- 
‘ paifion ; This you conftrain us to throw off, and 
* your Drummer has feen fome of the Victims which 
* their ill Fortune has put. into our Power, and who 
: are repriev’d only to receive an Anfwer toa Letter 
this Morning ; which Anfwer will determine their 
Fate. For the reft, we declare to you, that when 
his Majefty fhall give us liberty to ferve God ac- 
cording to his Commandments, we will employ 
* our Lives and Fortunes as_ becomes good Subjects 
‘to maintain his Glory. With this Anfwer the 
Drummer carried. back a Letter writren by the 
Abbot de Limont, which follows, 4 


Monfeigneur, 

: UR unlucky Stars conducting us to St.Andiol 
‘ a Gras, we had the Misfortune to meet a 
‘ Party of 25 Soldiers, who took us Prifoners 9 Men 
‘ and 3 Women, one of which happening to be ac- 
‘ quainted with one of the Party was. let go; your 
‘ Drummer has feen befides us, 31 other Prifoners, 
‘ all of us in a deplorable Condition : We implore 
‘ your Succour ; thofe who have us in Cuftody 
have granted us Mercy till you return an Anfwer 
.to this Letter, which we expect tomorrow, when 
they will pronounce Sentence on us: It will be 
* eafie for you to fave our Lives, by giving up fome 
‘ of their Companions in Exchange for us, which 
‘ they have order’d us to propofe. We hope your 
‘ Generofity will prompt you to fave us, without 
‘ breaking his Majefty’s Orders: Which we con- 
‘ jure you to do, and all the remainder of our Lives 
* thal be {pent in Praying for you our Deliverer. 
Sign'd, the Abbot of Limont, and Joferph du Fofle, in 
the Names of the reft.

The*Marfhal de Montrevel having heard what the 
Drummer had to tell him, and having read the An- 
{wer of the Camifars and the Lerter of the Prifoners, 
fell into a great Rage, ard commanded 6 Camifars 
to be executed immediately, and order’d 1200 Men 
to fall upon a Party of Camifats who lay nor far 
from his Army, and to give them no Quarter ;_ bur 
the Camifars being advertis’d of it, gave the King’s 
Troops fuch a Reception, that they kill’d above 450 
of them, with the lofs of but 150 of their own: Men ; 
and took 12 Prifoners, whom they condemn’d to the 
Gallows, but.gave one of them his Life to hang the 
‘other eleven.
